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Continuation of 1 1 , does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has argued that there is nothing that 
would suggest adding the coating of Brown to the manufacturing vessel of Slowey. The Examiner respectfully disagrees and notes that 
Slowey already teaches the use of the coatings from Brown (PVDF or PFA) on the dispenser - just not the reaction vessel. Applicant has 
also argued that because Slowey uses ethanol to enhance wettability, then one would not be motivated to take other measures to prevent 
adhesion.
